Denne bande tillike med presten kom 
rett fra messe paa søndags formid¬ 
dag.

Kristi kors taler om fred og for¬ 
soning. Romerkirkens kors om intri¬ 
ger, bedrag, og mørke. Under dens 
kors har mange martyrer gjennem- 
gaat de mest grusomme pinsler og 
git sit liv. Romerkirkens utsendinger 
var med naar de eventyrlystne spa- 
nienere erobret dette land. De var 
tilstede med Kirkens sanksjon, dens 
kors og velsignelser naa de indfødte 
blev dræpt eller gjort til slaver. Den 
hadde sin representant i Peru i 1532, 
som gav geistlig approbasjon naar 
Pizzarro begyndte nedslågtning av 
Indianere som var kommet dem imø- 
te med fred.

Is God to be honored with the 
firstfruits of our increase during this 
harvest season, or must He be satis- 
fied to receive the “left-overs” at the 
end of the year? God is honored only 
when He receives His just portion 
from His children; and He has 
promised to honor those who honor 
Him. (1 Sam. 2:30b) This promise is 
just as sure as any other promise in 
His Word. 

Indications are that many of Hia 
children in the Church today are fal¬ 
ling far short in giving God His por¬ 
tion. When the second quarter of 
this fiscal year closed, on July 31st, 
31.2% of the funds necessary for 
carrying on thia year’s work had 
come in when it should have been 
50%. We are grateful for the many 
congregations that have done well, 
but it is sad to see that so many are 
evidently not offering their “first¬ 
fruits.” Why walt until the end of 
the year when there may be nothing 
but “left-overs” to give and thus 
lose the blessing? 

We are living in a disturbed 
world. Can we shut our hearts to the 
cries, the pain and suffering in the 
world about us? American Chris¬ 
tians should be bowed in repentance 
and prayer for the Nations, the 
Church and all people. Thisi is our 
Church’s opportunity to offer the 
world the one thing needful — to en- 
throne Jesus Christ in the hearts of 
all men.

“Faith In Action” 

From W.M.F. Convention address 
given by Mrs. A. H. Solheim, 
Text—John 15, 16. 

“Faith in Action” has become a 
slogan of our Norwegian Lutheran 
Church in Canada and in “the 
States.” In another three years our 
church is to celebrate the completion 
of One Hundred Years of active ser¬ 
vice among our people on this Amer¬ 
ican continent; and it is fitting that 
special efforts should be made to 
make clear the source of the church’s 
commission, the means by which it 
Works, and the results for which it 
strives. 

It is also fitting that we as a church 
should endeavor to extend and in¬ 
crease our activities as far as poa- 
sible, in order that we may be able 
to show some real results of one 
hundred years of existence and activ- 
ity, not merely for the sake of hav- 
ing something to pride ourselves 
about, but in order that the name 
of God may be honoured, and that 
He may be privileged to continue, and 
perchance, increase His blessings to 
future generåtions. 

In the 15th chapter of the Gospel 
according to St. John Jesus speaks 
much about friendship and love to 
Him as the only motive that He can 
recognize in estimating our service 
to Him. And in the 16th verse of 
this chapter. He further clinches His 
appeal for our love and service by 
showing the origin of this friend¬ 
ship. He has chosen us. We would 
not have been able to choose Him. 
“He came to His own, and His own 
received Him not.” Yet, Jesus not 
only made it possible for us to be¬ 
come reconciled to God, but He has 
chosen as many as will accept Him, 
to become His friends and co-work- 
ers. In His inexplainable love and 
wisdom he chose to select His friends 
and co-workers out of the multitude 
of a rebellious and enmitous human- 
ty. It is comparatively easy for a 
powerful general to overcome and 
destroy a weaker enemy; but to over¬ 
come an enemy in such a way as to 
make him a friend and ally is no 
small task. We can plainly see in the 
Gospel records that this task of 
selecting and training apostles and 
disciples was a very difficult one. In 
chapter 14 we hear Jesus mourn- 
fully say: “Have I been so long a time 
with you, and hast thou not yet come 
to know me, Philip?” It appears that 
in spite of all that Jesus had said 
and done to reveal His Father, in 
spite of all the love He had showered 
upon them, in spite of His humility 
and self-sacrificing activities on their 
behalf, they were still selfish enough, 
and materialistic enough to quarrel 
among themselves—even during the 
last night before His crucifixion — 
about who should be greatest among 
them. In fact, it was not until after 
the resurrection and the pouring out 
of the Holy Spirit that the apostles 
and disciples began to see what the 
life and death and resurrection of 
Jesus Christ meant to them and to 
all humanity. Then they began to 
ascribe all the miracles to Him and 
not to themselves. Formerly they 
said: “Even the evil spirits are obe- 
dient unto us.” Now they had become 
convinced that “it is in Him we live 
and move and have our being.” Now 
they became proud to call themselves 
“Apostles” or “Servants of Jesus 
Christ.” 

The disciples of Jesus are not 
chosen at random—they are chosen 
with a definite purpose in view — 
“that they should go and bring forth 
fru it, and that their fruit should re- 
main.” It is to be a lasting fruit—a 
fruit, that shall last throughout all 
eternity... 

In this fruit-bearing service there 
is room for all manner of character- 
istics and all types of talents. We 
all have to give up our old self and 
permit God to develop a new being 
in us, which is created by God Him- 
self in righteousness and true holi¬ 
ness, “for we are His workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
Works, which God hath before 
ordained, that we should walk in 
them.” Eph. 2, 10. 


Bible Teaching Meetings ^ 

Mr. Philip Hanson of Clarkfield, 1 
Minn. conducted a series of Bible 
studies in the Macoun, Sask., parish, 
Milo E. Lee, pastor, beginning Tues- 
day, July 30, and closing Sunday, 
Aug. 11.

Hanson preached the sermon at Ser¬ 
vices in three of Pastor Lee’s 
churches — Snaasen, Zion, and Este- 
van.

An old Roman coin bears the de¬ 
sign of an ox standing between a 
plow and an altar, thus signifying its 
readiness for sacrifice or for service. 
No symbol could be more appropriate 
for the attitude of a true Christian, 
ready when the Master calls, whether 
it be for service or for sacrifice. 

Christian sympathy, love and ser¬ 
vice have opened more hard hearts 
for God’s grace than many promises 
and much talking. We may not all 
become* convincing spveakers, or ex-

So shall ye be my dis¬ 
ciples.”

The Prince Albert Circuit 
Lutheran Bible Camp 

Twelve days of continued Bible 
study, Christian fellowship, and 
guided recreation! That was the diet 
of the 357 registered campers at the 
Prince Albert Circuit Lutheran Bible 
Camp. It wasn’t just another gather- 
ing. There was something different. 
God’a hand had been at work in a 
defiinite way long before the opening 
date, June 28. For two years the 
Circuit had had its abbreviated Bible 
Camp on a public site. But there was 
no privacy, and the accommodations 
were poor. LasfOctober a Bible Camp 
Board, authorized by the Circuit, 
purchased a quarter section of tim- 
ber land on the eastern shores of 
Christopher Lake, 28 miles north of 
Prince Albert. With only $30.00 in 
the treasury, it appeared to be a bold 
and “dangerous” step. But there was 
faith to believe that the Circuit had 
enough interested folks to back such 
a project. During the spring a buil- 
ding program was launched, all labor 
being voluntary. Funds were coming 
in from individuals and organiza- 
tions. On Dedication Sunday, July 7, 
we announced to the approximately 
650 friends visiting, that we needed 
$155.00 to pay off the debt in full— 
the total indebtedness having been 
around $700.00. At the evening ser¬ 
vice, that day, we announced that 
God had that day given us, through 
friends $155.67. All praise to His 
name 1 Even during a “war year,” we 
thank God that He prospered this 
cause so wonderfully. 

But even that did not cause the 
greatest rejoicing. More do we praise 
His name for what His Spirit was 
pei’mitted to do in the hearts and 
lives of our young people. Through 
the teaching of God’s Word three 


hours every morning, and then 
through the evening vespera, the 
Spirit searched hearts, brought con- 
viction of sin, and led many to see 
the “Crucified One for sinners slain.” 
Some sought for peace with God; 
others wanted God’s aasurance of 
their life in Christ; and still others 
desired the light of the Word in re- 
lation to their Life’s work, witnes- 
sing, etc.

Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible 

Institute 

A year ago at its District meeting 
in Edmonton, our Church decided to 
open a Bible School at Outlook, Sask. 
God has abundantly blessed that de- 
cision as has been evidenced from the 
results of the schoobs first year of 
work. On the opening day there were 
eight students enrolled; during the 
second half of the year there were 
more than three times that number. 
God also blessed our school with the 
funds needed for its operation. He 
has made known in an abundant way 
the truth of His promise, that He is 
“able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think.” 

(Eph. 3:20.) 

We are thankful for these ma¬ 
terial blessings God has bestowed on 
our school, and still more grateful 
for what it has meant in the lives 
of those who had the privilege of 
attending. These blessings have been 
shared in some measure with our 
congregations, as several of the 
students have been teaching paro- 
chial school this summer or helping 
some other way in the work of their 
own congregations or in others. And 
this influence will be noticed still 
more as our school continues. We 
need many Bible trained workers in 
our congregations; there is a rich 
harvest of lost souls to be brought in. 
Let us pray the Lord of the harvest 
for more workers. And as we pray 
let us be willing to do what we can 
that such workers may be trained. 
Make it possible for your own or 
some other young people to attend 
Bible School this winter. 

The Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible 
Institute will open its doors for a 
second year of work, October 15th. 
There will be a fall term of 10 
weeks, and a winter term of 14 weeks, 
beginning January 3; both first and 
second year courses will be offered. 
Pastor G. 0. Evenson has been en- 
gaged as full time Principal, and Miss 
Gladys Gurholt as Preceptress and 
assistant teacher. The fees are pur- 
posely kept as low as possible in or¬ 
der to make it possible for more to 
attend. There is no charge for tui- 
tion; board is made available for 
$2.00 per week, and room for 50c. a 
week. There will be a 10% reduction 
in the charge for board and room to 
those in attendance both terms. 


It is the eaimest desire of the board 
that our people shall continue to re- 
member the needs of our school with 
their prayers and with their gifts. 
And we sincerely hope that a con- 
stantly growing group of interested 
friends will be added to those who' 
are speaking to God about the needs 
of our school. Among other things, 
we might suggest to our praying 
friends the fact that our school needs 
new song-books, as we haven’t yet 
had the opportunity to provide for 
this need. But probably the most 
important thing is that you make it 
possible for young people from your 
district to attend. Pray that there 
may be many in attendance to reap 
the blessings at our school this fall 
and winter. 

At our district meeting in connec- 
tion with the general convention in 
Minneapolis in June, Pastor Evenson 
resigned from the Bible School board, 
and Pastor H. F. Johnson of As- 
siniboia was elected in his place to 
represent the Moose Jaw circuit. 
Pastor Peder Lerseth of Birch Hills 
was elected to succeed him as chair¬ 
man of the Bible School board.

Moose Jaw Circuit Bible Camp 

The Moose Jaw Circuit had its first 
summer Bible Camp at Monson’s 
Grove west of Midale July 22—28, 
1940. Fifty-six young people regis- 
tered during the week and most of 
them were in attendance the full 
time. No doubt the attendance would 
have been larger if the camp had 
been held earlier as haying and har- 
vesting had already started when the 
camp opened. However, in order to 
avoid conflict with Bible Week in 
Torquay, and the Regina and Calgary 
Conventions, it was necessary to 
choose the last full week in July. Of 
those registered 27 were from the 
Torquay Parish, 13 from the Lake 
Alma Parish, 12 from the Macoun 
Parish, and 4 from the Moose Jaw 
Parish. 

The faculty of the camp consisted 
of 3 consecrated young Bible teach- 
ers. Pastor Evenson of Moose Jaw, 
who has accepted the call to be dean 
of the Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible 
Institute in Outlook, taught H Peter ; 
Philip Hanson of Clarkfield, Minn., a 
fine Bible teacher and evangelist, 
conducted a study on Paul’s Letter 
to the Philippians; and Pastor Stime 
of Prince Albert, who has accepted a 
call to teach at the Lutheran Bible 
Institute in Minneapolis, conducted a 
dass in “Christ in the Old Testa¬ 
ment” in the forenoon, and gave a 
series of evening sermons on the gen¬ 
eral theme, “The Soldiery of Jesus 
Christ.” An hour was used in the af- 
ternoons in answering questions of 
the young people, dropped into a 
question box, and in discussing such 
things as the following: “The steps 
in Corning to Christ,” “Assurance of 
salvation” “Ascertaining the will of 
God in regard to life work,” “Love, 
Courtship, and Marriage.” 

There could be no “lake-sing” at 
the camp since there was no lake, but 
a “hill-sing” proved to be a true in- 
spiration. A group of singers was 
stationed on each of two hills with 
a larger group in the valley between. 
The different groups sang different 
stanzas of several hymns and all 
three groups joined in the singing of 
the doxology. On Friday evening the 
Bible Campers gathered around a 
bonfire to sing hymns, share Scrip- 
ture passages with one another, and 
testify of the grace of God as ex- 
perienced by members of the group. 

We are grateful to God for the 
many blessings that He showered 
upon us through this camp and we 
hope and pray that a Bible (jamp may 
become an established institution al¬ 
so in the Moose Jaw Circuit.

On Saturday evening Rev. Ronning 
delivered a very challenging message 
centered around Romans 12:1, “I be- 
seech you, brethren, by the mercies 
of God to present your bodies a liv¬ 
ing sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasona:ble ser¬ 
vice.”
